CASTRO IS SAUCY TO KAISER. 


He Thinks That He Could Extermi- 
nate the German Army. 

Willemstad, Island of Curacoa, Novem- 
der 30.—(Correspondence of the Associated 
Press.) —A merchant, thoroughly familiar 
with Colombian and Venezuelan politics, 
who has just returned from an extensive 
trip through both countries, and who fs 
clote to President Castro, of Venezuela, 
talked today of the German-Venezuelan 
Situation to the correspondent here of 
the Associated Press. He said: 

“President Castré seems to think that 
Germany will await bis good pleasure 
for the payment by Venezuela of the in- 
terest now due on the German debdt, 
which amounts to upward of $2,000,900. 
He is considering the possibility of the 
seizure of the Laguayra custom house by 
Germany in order that this payment. may 
be effected. In this connection President 
Castro told me that Germany would 
have to“wait for her money. ‘I am not 
responsible for the debts incurred by my 
predecessors,’ said Castro. ‘'’Tis a com- 
mercial debt, and ¢&fermany Should have 
recourse to the courts of law. And be- 
sides, what can Germany fo? If she 
takes the port of Laguayra I shall at 
Once declare free trade, and every mer- 
chant may then import as much as he 
likes without payment of duties, through 
the custom house seized by her. 

“Or, I am willing to give Germany a 
contession for establishing a large col- 
tny, but nothing more. If she attempts 
to approach Ca*acas, her troops will be 
exterminated.

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'POLICE BOARD: CANNOT 
SUSPEND POLICEMEN 


Sensational Discovery Made by Commissioner Fox. 
Board Has Violated Law in Ordering 
Sixty-Day Suspensions. 


HE trial of Patrolman J. L. Woot- 
T ten by the police board last night 

for making a remark about a supe- 
rior officer that was said to have been dis- 
respectful, was one of the most interest- 
ing affairs of the kind that has ever oc- 
curred, the board making a sensational 
discovery. 

Wootten had been an officer for several 
years and was for a icng while connected 
with the detective bureau. As a detec- 
tive he did much vaiuable work. He was 
taken off the detective department at the 
ast general election and since then he 
had been a patrolman. 

Beside the interested manifest in the 
Outcome of the trial, there was a sensa- 
tion sprung by Commissioner Fox, who 
appealed to the book of rules and showed 
the board that it had for many years been 


— 


suspending members of the f6tce for a 
longer time than the law allows, ‘The 
question arose as to how many days 


Wootten could be suspended, and Com- 
missioner Fox remarked that the board 
eculd not suspend a poNceman for longer 
than thirty days for any one offense. — 

“But we have been suspending them for 
Sixty and ninety days,’ remarked Com- 
missioner Jones. 


“Yes, and when you did it,’’ replicd 
Commissioner Fox, ‘“‘you violated the 
law.’’ 


The rule book was brought out and the 
board made the rather startling discov- 
ery that it had no right to suspend a po- 
licenan at all, but could only stop nis 
pay for a time not longer than thirty 
days. 

What the Charges Were. 

Patrolman Wootten was charged with 
having made a remark about Sergeant 
Abbott, under whom he was workings, 
which was disrespectful. On the night of 
December 5, Patrolman Wootten was at 
the rendezvous with about a dozen other 
policemen waiting for Sergeant Abbott. 
Wootten remarked that “if he had the 
sergeant in a sewer he would turn on the 
water and wash him to hell.’’ One wit- 
ness testified that Wootten coupled this 
statement with an oath and an indecent 
word. Four or five witnesses did not hear 
the cath or any indeccncy. 

Néarly all the witnesses. stated that 
Wootten was laughing and they did not 
think he meant any disrespect. 

Wootten made a statement in which he 
acknowledged that he used some of the 
words attributed to him. 

“T was only laughing and talking,’’ he 
said, ‘and meant nothing by the remark. 
Sergeant Abbott and myself are friendly 
and there is no {ll feeling between us, I 
ovght not to heve made the remark, and 
trust that you will consider the words 
orly as they were meant.” 

He Was Found Guilty. 

In dealing with the case, the board 
unanimously found Wootten guilty. Then 
came the question as to punishment. 
Commissioner Jones moved for a dismis- 
sal. He said he had nothing against the 
officer, but discipline and good order in 
the foree demanded that he be dismissed. 

Commissioner Johnson moved as a sub- 


stitute that he be suspended for thirty 
days. 

Commissioner Patterson stated that he 
did not exactly wish to turn the patroi- 
man off, but he did not think thirty days 
a sufficient punishment for the offense. 

“But you can’t suspend a man for 
longer than thirty days,’’ remarked Com- 
missioner Fox. 

“How's that?’’ asked Commissioner Pat- 
terson. 

“We have been suspending men for 
sixty and ninety days for several years,” 
said Commissioner Jones. 

“And you violated the law when you 
did it,’’ stated Commissioner Fox. 

For five minutes the commissioners 
were busy reading the rule book. 

There was only one rule that named a 
punishment to be inflicted by the board, 
and it was as folows: 
~~ What the Rule Says. 

“Rule 145. Any member of the. police 
force may be punished by the board of 
police commissioners in its discretion, 
either by reprimand, fcerfeiture of pay for 
not exceeding thirty days, for any one 
offense, by being reduced in rank, or by 
dismissal from the force.” 

“TI call for an interpretation by the 
chairman of this rule,’’ remarked Com- 
missioner Patterson. 

“T have never had my attention called 
to it before,’’ replied the chairman. 

“According to that rule,’’ stated Com- 
missioner Brotherton, ‘‘we can’t suspend 
a man at all, but only stop his pay for a 
month.”’ 

An examinaticn of the rule book showed 
that there was another rule that allowed 
the chief of police to suspend a man for 
ten days, or longer with consent of the 
chairman, provided the charges were to 
be preferred. But nowhere was a ruie 
that gave the board the power to suspend 
a member of the force at all, and they 
cculd only forfeit his pay for a time not 
longer than thirty days. 

Mayor Mims entered the meeting after 
Wootten had been tried and while the 
rules were under discussion. He thought 
that Rule 145 did not give the board power 
to suspend an officer at all. 

It Was a Bombshell. 

It was a bombshell that Commissioner 
Fox had thrown into the board meeting, 
and it may result in the rules being 
changed oy council. 

The first vote on Wootten's case stood 
three and three, the motion being to sus- 
rend him for thirty days. The vote on a 
dismissal stood the same way. That was 
tefore the mayor arrived. The evidence 
was explained to the mayor by the chair- 

The final vote stood five to two for dis-- 
missal, as follows: For dismtssal—Jon¢s, 


Fox, Patterson, English and Mayor 
Mims. Against dismissal—Johnson and 
Brotherton. 


The case may be reopened by a motion 
to reconsider at the next meeting. 

Those who know Woctten regret to see 
him leave the force. He was a good Ce- 
tective and made an excellent record -in 


the past. He is said to have had one 
fault and that was talking too much.

A peculiar and remarkable double trag- 
edy occurred last night on the East Point 
line of tthe Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company. 

A farmer, W. J. Smith, was killed be- 
tween East Point and Fcrt McPherson 
about 6:30 o'clock, and the car that was 
sent out to relieve the car that killed 
him, killed a second man whose name 
is unknown, and his horse, when it was

The first man killed was W. J. Sinith,

The men kiiled by the relief car had 
not been identified up to a late hour last 
night. 

When the news of the killing of Smith 
reached tthe city and it was reported that 
the car that caused the accident had heen 
ditched, onother car was sent out to take 
its place. The second car when coming 
into the city about 11 o'clock, ran into 
a buggy at a crorsing between West 
End and Oakland City. The buggy was 
smashed into kindling, the horse was 
killed and the man was crushed to death.

The Killing of W. J. Smith. 

A trolley car of the Atlanta Railway 

and Power Company struck W. J. Smith, 

a farmer, near Knox's crossing. on the 


East Point line, yesterday evening about 
6:30 o’clock, cut his body half in two 
and then jumped the track and plowed 
through the earth for nearly one hundred 


yards. 

Smith was killed instantly, hardly 
knowing what struck him. The passen- 
gers in the car were greatly frightened 
and shaken up.’ 

The accident occurred between East 
Point and Fort McPherson. Smith was 
walking along the car track, probably 
having left the road to avoid the damp 
chert. He was not seen until the car 
was too close upon him to be stopped. 
It was at a point where pedestrians are 
never known to go and there was no 
reason to suspect that a person should 
be walking along that part of the track 
at such an hour. 

The jar of the collision jostled the pas- 
sengers almost off their seats, and the 
next instant the wheels crushed over 
the prostrate body and then jumped the 
track. The motorman was all the while 
doing all he could to stop the car. After 
leaving the track it ran nearly one hun- 
dred yards on the ground. 

Body Cut Half in Two. 

The wheels passed over the center of 
the body, cutting it in half. The body 
was brought to the city and turned 
over to Undertaker H. M. Patterson. 

The passengers in the car did not 
know what had occurred at first, little 
thinking that the obstruction which had 
caused the accident was a human body. 

The car was No. 69 and it was in 
charge of Conductor J. A. Huey and Mo- 
torman J. S. Born. They claim that the 
car was not minning at an unusual speed. 
and in this some of the passengers agree 
with them. 

Smith was a well-to-do farmer. He 
came to the city yesterday from Palmetto 
to transact business and started back 
home on foot. 

He was about fifty years of age and 
leaves a wife and children. 

The coroner was notified last night. and 
he will hold an inquest this morning.

18 BELIEVED A WOMAN 
S-SOMEWHERE IN CASE 


Missing Cashier Was Divorced from 
His Wife a Short Time Ago. 
The Money Was Taken 
in the Last Few 
Days. 


Los Angeles, Cal., December 9.—H. J. 
Fleishman, cashier of the Farmers and 
Merchsnts’ bank, of this city, has dis- 
appeared with a sum of the bank’s money 
which Vice President H. W. Heilman 
estimates at $100,000. The shortage was 
discovered today. Fleishman has not 
been seen since 9 o’clock Saturday morn- 
ing. At that hour he, was at his club. 
He notified the bank people that he was 
ill Saturday morning, and would not be 
at his desk. Nothing was thought of the 
matter at the time. When he failed to 
report today, his accounts were examined 
and the shortage was discovered. The 
exact amount has not yet been ascer- 
tained, 

Fleishman bas been cashfer and assist- 
ant cashier of the Farmers and Mer- 
chants’ bank for many years. He began 
work for the bank when a boy, in 1876. 
He was under bond with a surety com- 
pany for $30,000. In addition to this he 
has real estate and personal property in 
this city sufficient, in the opinion of Mr. 
Hellman, to protect the bankifrom the 
loss of a dollar. 

Fleishman married the daughter of A. 
J. Harrell, a wealthy eattleman of Visa- 
lia, but was divorced some time ago. He 
was a man about 42 ycar of age, medium 
build and smooth face. The Farmers and 
Merchants’ bank, of which I, W. Hell- 


‘man is presidertt anda -W>- Hellman Is 


vice president, is the oldest and strongest 
bank in sdéuthern Callfornia. Its capital 
is $500,000, with a surp'us of $1,000,000 and 


deposits of $5,500,000. 
H. W. Hellman said of the missing 


cashier: 

“Mleishman had no valid exeuse for 
taking money. He has property enough 
to realize the amount he has taken from 
the benk. He was always considered 2 
man of simple habits and unimpeachable 
integrity. We are at a complete loss to 


accoun* for his action. The bank is 
amply protected, and will not lose a4 
cent. 


“We have not the slightest idea of his 
whereabouts. It is probable that he ieft 
Saturday after telephoning the bank that 
he would not be down. Of course, with 
such a start. it may be some.time before 
he is located.” 

Probably a Woman in Case. 

San Francisco, December 9.—I. W. Hell-, 
man, president of the Navada bank, of 
‘this city, and holding a similar office in 
connection with the Farmers and Mer- 
chants’ bank of Los Angeles, said re- 
garding the defalcation of H, J. Fleish- 
man: 

“T am greatly grieved and disappointed 
in the man. He has been in our employ 
for over twenty years, and, of course, 
was looked upon as one of the best men 
in our service, or he would not have hai 
the position so long. I have made up my 
mind to prosecute him to the end should 
he be captured. We have wired every 
section of this country and Mexico, arid 
I have every hope that he will be captur- 
ed eventually. I went over the books two 
weeks ago, and everything was straight, 
so we are reasonably certain that tie 
money was taken within the last few 
days. I cannot but believe that there is 
a woman in the case somewhere.”’

Hancock, although he declared that the 
tariff was a local issue, had been nomi- 
nated for president and David B. Hill, 
although he opposed the income tax, had 
not been out of the democratic 
party. 

The holding of such views by northern 
men, no matter how diverse, did.not en- 
danger the position of certain political 
leaders, and consequently they were im- 
mune from attack. But when a southern 
man, said Mr. McLaurin, tried to get the 
benefit of the tariff for his people, those 
whose political career might be ended by 
the success of his efforts were ready to 
crush and humiliate him. He had con- 
tended that if the tariff was ‘a robbery 
his section should share in the booty. 


He Denies Being Bought. 

Upon the issue of that speech he had 
later gone into a campaign in South 
Carolina and, although his democracy 
had been attacked upon the stump, the 
people of his state had indorsed him. He 
Geclared that during that campaign 
“calumny, falsehood and trickery’’ never 
before equaled in American politics had 
been employed, and now the principal 
charge against him was that during the 
McKinley administration he had _ been 
“bought by patronage’’ and that he had 
renewed his former contract with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. Entertaining the high 
personal regard that he did for both the 
late president and his successor, Mr. Mc- 
Laurin said it would be unnecessary to 
say that neither would stoop to so ig- 
noble an act. 

It was true that an unfortunate condi- 
tion of affairs had existed in his state, 
and that he had recommended ggod men 
for office, because he did not desire to see 
a repetition of the horrible affair at Lake 
City, when a negro postmaster had been 
burned to death. He had voted for the 
war with Spain and declared that in the 
same spirit in which he had cast that 
Vote he felt that he was compelled to 
support the administration that conduct- 
ed it. He still thought that the conduct 
of the war should have been non-partisan 
and during its progress he had never 
heard from President McKinley’s lip a 
word concerning ‘party advantages. Mr. 
McLaurin paid a high tribute to the late 
president, whom he characterized as a 
“broad statesman and Christian gentle- 
man.”’ 

McLaurin Denounces Demoérats. 

Mr. McLaurin said that he had no offi- 
cial knowledge of the charge brought 
against him by his democratic colleagues, 
but that from the newspapers he under- 
stood that the principal charges were 
that he had not opposed the ratification 
of the treaty of peace with Spain; that 
he had upheld the administration in its 
efforts to restore order in the Philippines 
and to that end had voted for an in- 
crease in the standing army, and that 
he was in favor of the-upbuilding of the 
American merchant marine. 

“I¢ these are the only charges,’ said 
he dramatically, ‘‘they are true and I 
glory in them.’”’ He said he had not 
wished to vote against his party upon the 
question of ratifying the peace treaty 
and had. it not been for the reopening of 
hostilities in the -Philippines he would 
have deferred to the opinion of his col- 
jJeagues. But he declared ‘“‘the dictates 
of reason and conscience should not be 
stifled by the party lash.’’ With bitter 
words Mr. McLaurin then proceeded to 
excoriate the new leaders of the democ- 
racy, who, he said, had guided the party 
to its destruction during the last six 
years, and who were trying to crucify 
those who would seek to draw the demo- 
cratic party back to its old allegiance. 
He was not one of those who wished to 
use the name of democracy for a shroud 
in which to bury the principles of the old 
party.

Limit. of, Ocean Mail Contracts In- 
creased Five Years — General 
Subsidy for All Vessels, 

Sail or Steam, Not'Ua- 
der Mail Contracts. 


Washington, December 9.—Senator Frye 
today introduced the new ship subsidy 
bill, It differs in form from the subsidy- 
bill of the past two sessions. It is di- 
vided into four titles and fifteen sections. 

The sections under the title “‘Ocean Mail 
Steamships’” are devoted to amendments 
to the ocean mail act of 1891. The post- 
master general is required to consider the 
national defense and the maritime inter- 
ests of the United States, as well as 
postal interests in providing for the trans- 
portation of American ocean mails. 

- The presént limit of ocean contracts, 
ten years, is increased to fifteen years. 
The Frye bill provides seven distinct 
classes with a rate of $6 to 20-knot steam- 
ers, increasing from 8,000 to 10,000 tons the 
minimum size; $8 for 16-knot steamers, 
provided the size is increased from 5,000 
tons, the present, minimum, to 8,000 tons. 
The proposed maximum mail rates per 
gross ton per hundred nautical miles are: 

Over 10,000 tons—20 knots, 2.7 cents; 19 
knots, 2.5 cents. 

Oveg 5,000 tcons—18 knots, cents; 
knots, 2.1 cents; 16 knots, 1.9 cents; 
knots, 1.7 cents. 

Over 2,000 tons—1l4 knots, 1.5 cents. 

Rates for mail steamers to the West 
Indies, Central America &nd Mexico can- 
not exceed 70 per cent of the maximum 
rates. 

The second title, ‘General Subsidy,”’ 
contains the general subsidy for all ves- 
sé€ls, steam or sail, which are not under 
mail contracts. ‘his general subsidy is 
uniform, 1 cent per gross ton per 100 
nautical miles for not exceeding 16 entries 
in one year. 

To promote the butiding of new ocean 
vessels an additional allowanee of one- 
fcurth of a cent per gross ton is made 
for five years. 

Any vessel to receive the general sub- 
sidy must carry mails, if required, and 
must train in seamanship or engineering 
one American youth for each 1,000 tons, 
the vessel to be at the service of the ZOov- 
ernment, if required, for defense. 

Any vessel to receiv; subsidy must he 
class Al, and at least one-fourth of the 
crew must be Americans. 

The bill provides an annual bounty of 
$2 a ton for deep sea fishing vessels, and 
$1 a -month for American citizens when 
engaged in deep sea fisheries: that a ves- 
sel shall receive only one form of subsidy 
and that a vessel which has received a 
subsidy shall not be sold to a foreigner 
except by consent of the secretary of the 
treasury.

SAVANNAH MAIL WAS 


BURNED IN THE WRECK 


On the edge of a'table in Superintendent 
Terrell’s Office yesterday afternoon was 
a gathering of mail no expert postal 
man in the national postal service would 
lean kindly to on observation. 

It was the remnants from the mail bags 
on the ill-fated train at Macon Sunday 
morning. 

The salvage, spread out upon the edge 
of the table was damp in. places, dry in 
places, still at other points moist with 
the semblance of steam, showing it was 
drying, drifting away. But at no point 
was there the absence of the charred 
ends, tops or bottoms of letters, telling 
plainly of the conflagration through 
which the paper had gone. Alongside the 
burned letters, damp and dry, were locks 
and clasps of iran, some not yet cold 
These. were all left to show the evidence 
of the mail sacks they sealed when the 
train left Savannah Saturday night. 

On the floor, near the desk, was a 
mail sack full of debris it would be im- 
possible to describe. More pulp than any- 
thing else wag it, barring the ashes and 
“cinders” raised when it was touched. 
The bag and the counter represented atl 
that was saved fr the conflagration. 

“It is impossible “to say,” said Edward 
PF. King, assistant superintendent of the 
railway mail service there, ‘‘just what 
was destroyed. Basing my opinion upon 
the usual Saturday night run of mail out 
of Savannah, I should think there were 
anywhere from 1,500 to.1,800 or even 2,000 
pieces of mail. Paper mail is Hight on 
that night, and the greater part by far 
of the matter in the car was letters, first- 
class matter. Now, as you see, it Is im- 
possible to assort or even count what 
there is there. However, if there are a 
thcusand jetters on that rack I will miss 
my guess. To count them would be a 
matter almost impe: sible. See?’ 


And Mr. King picked from the table a’ 


letter. Instantly It. fell to pieces. The 
frcnt of the envelope went one way, the 
back another, while the contents found 
the floor in another directton. “Stooping 
down, Mr. King picked up the pleces, 
placed them together as carefully as he 
could and said: 

“Now that would make a picture but 
for the rules of the government. There 
is nothing of which the government is 
mcre jealous than’ the letters ft carries. 
A letter sealed, stamped and dropped into 


i'the mall box is the'froperty of the name 


on the back. ‘Ne one bas aright to tovch 
it. Except under extraordinary circum 
stances, the writer—known beyond all 
doubt to be the writer—alone can stop 
that letter. For that reason these letters, 
charred, opened by fire, ready. for the 
irmspection of any one within reach, are 
a@ more sacred trust than the ordinary 
matter—for to open that the ordinary 
letter would mean a term. 

‘Now,’ said Mr. King, ‘“‘there is but 
one thing for us to do. We are having 
printed a letter which recites the his- 
tories of these missives. We simply say 
that the contents ts what was left after 
the mail coach, in which they left Savan- 
nah, was destroyed by fire. he same 
letter goes to all, carrying: with it all we 
ean find of what was intended to go that 
way. Oh, I guess we will get it all off 
tcnight—that is, what is here. No, we use 
a government envelope, without a stamp. 
It’s a penalty envelope, if given to any 
other use.’’

TEN MILLIONS 


Offers That: Sum to the United 
States To Establish Great 
University, 


ROOSEVELT WILL REFER 
LETTER 10 CONGRESS 


Carnegie Wants the University Es- 
tablished at Washington, and 
Proposes That the Govern- 
ment Act as Trustee 
for Fund. 


Washington, December 9.—President 
Roosevelt has received a letter from 
Andrew Carnegie in which the latter of- 
fers to make a donation of $10,000,000 to 
the United States. The letter will be re- 
ferred to congress by the president in a 
special message. 

Mr. Carnegpie’s gift is for the purpose 
of establishing in Washington a univer- 
sity for higher. education. As far as his 
idea has been developed, it proposes a 
gift after the manner of the bequest of 
James Smithson, the Englishman who 
gave $1,000,000 for the establishment and 
maintenance of what is known as the 
Smithsonian institution. Smithson de- 
sired the institution founded by him to 
be a factor in “‘the diffusion of scientific 
knowledge.”’ 

Mr. Carnegie proposes that the unil- 
versity which he is to endow shall be 
the greatest institution in the world for 
the development of higher education. 
He has consulted President Gilman, of 
Johns Hopkins’ university; President 
Hadley, of Yale; President Eliot, of Har- 
vard; former President White, of Cor- 
nell, and all the leading educators of 
the country. They heartily indorse his 
plans. The proposed university wil) not 
interfere in the least with the educa- 
tional institutions alreafly established, 
but will supplement them, for, according 
to the present plan, its doors will be 
open Only to those who desire to take up 
a postgraduate course. 

Mr. Carnegie also wants the new unil- 
versity to take the lead in original re- 
search, so that the United States can 
eventually stand side by side with Ger- 
many, if not excel that nation, in scien- 
tific development. 

The government is simply to be the 
trustee of. Mr, Carnegie’s magnificent en- 
dowment just as it administers the fund 
bequeathed by Smithson. It ig probable 
that a board of regents will be appoint- 
ed, as in the case of the Smithsonian 
institution, or it may be that the govern- 
ment will be represented on. the board 
which; it is. contemplated, 


tation. 

Mr. Carnegie will not ask from con- 
gress a single foot of land for & site, 
which necessarily will be very large, as 
it is proposed io construct a series of 
magnificent structures. 

The amount of money to be given by 
Mr. Carnegie equals the sum of the 
present endowment fund of Harvard, 
and it is considerably more than the 
invested fund of Yale. With the Cath- 
olic university, Washington will be the 
educational center of the country,

The officers of the Irish World’s Fair 
Association of St. Louts, Mo., are among 
the foremost business and - professional 
men of the city, and many of them are 
members of the directory of ninety-three 
of the Louisiana Purchase exposition, 

The president is James A. Reardon, 
president of the Reardon glue works, one 
of the largest institutions of the kind in 
the country. William J. Kinsella, a di- 
rector of world’s fair and chairman of the 
committee on mines and metallurgy, is 
first vice president. Judge Thomas Mor- 
ris, lawyer, and Rey. W. W. Boyd, a 
Baptist minister of great ability, are the 
second and third vice presidents, respec- 
tively. Captain John J. O’Connor, a news- 
paper man, is the secretary, and Joseph 
Franklin, manager of one of St. Louis’ 
largest department stores, is the treas- 
urer. 

On the executive committee are George 
J. Tansey, a prominent lawyer; ‘Judge 
O'Neill Ryan, a judge of the state court: 
Judge Daniel Dillon, a former jurist of 
the same rank; Rey.

SIGNED CARD ISSUED 
BY HOWARD TO PUBLIC 


Declares He Knows Absolutely Noth- 
ing of Plot To Take Life of 
Goebel, and Was Personal 
Friend of Late Dem- 
ocratic Leader. 


Corbin, Ky., December 9.—Friends of 
Berry Howard made an attempt to res- 
cue him as he was being taken to Frank- 
fort to answer an indictment charging 
him with complicity in the murder of 
William Goebel. He had been arrested by 
Sheriff Broughton and his deputy, who 
got the drop on Howard and his body 
guard after luring them into Pineville. | 

Just gylisoon as Howard was arrested 
his friends, who had protected him for 
nearly two years, swore he should never 
be taken to Frankfort. <A guard of 
twenty-five armed men was maintained 
over the prisoner while here and ten men 
accompanied Sheriff Broughton and tho 
prisoner to Frankfort. 

When the train reached Pineville Sheriff 
Broughton and his posse boarded it 
with the prisoner and were given one of 
the coaches, which was locked at the 
stations. Friends of Howard boarded the 
engine. They covered Engineer John 
Langan with pistols and commanded him 
to back the train to Middlesboro, the in- 
tention being to rescue Howard where 
his friends are greatest and where the 
mountains afford the quickest escape. 

The engineer, after the man left to 
guard him had to go to the assistance of 
Howard’s friends, pulled the throttle 
open. 

Meanwhile Sheriff Broughton and depu- 
ties had an exciting time with their res- 
cuers, Dut succeeded in getting his pris- 


oner aboard the train as the train pulled 
out for Frankfort. 


Howard Issues a Card. 

Frankfort, Ky., December 9.—Berry 
Howard, charged with the murder of 
William Goebel, who has just been placed 
in jail here, issued a signed card to the 
public: tonight in which he denies any 
complicity in the alleged conspiracy to 
murder, 

He says that long before the indictment 
against him was returned he called on 
the officers of the commonwealth and 
offered to tell them all he knew about his 
movements here before the shooting and 
that he does not know who the guilty 
party or parties are. He says that he 
Knows absolutely nothing about the plot 
to take the life of Goebel and that he 
was the personal friend of’ the late demo- 
cratic leader and would have protected 
kim from harm. 

He closes with an appeal for the 
Suspension of judgment in his case until 
he has an opportunity to be heard in 
court.

THE CITY’S RIGHTS UNDER CONTRACTS WITH THE .PUBLIC 
UTILITY CORPORATIONS. 

Before the city gives its consent to the consolidation of the street 
railway and electric light corporations and agrees to a rate of taxation 
for the use of.the streets for the next forty-eight years, it is well to 
examine the situation and see what the city is entitled to under contracts 
already made; what she had under competition, what she loses by consol- 
idation, and what she was promised “in the event of consolidation. 

The city should never assume the: attitude of an oppressor, and it 
would be just as grievous a wrong were she to throw away what legit- 
imately belongs to the people. It is not oppression and not injustice to 
insist that the terms of the agreements under which franchises were 
granted be lived up to when the new situation has been brought about 
by the voluntary acts of the corporations. 

First, let us consider what wes done in reference to the street car 
companies. When the corporations were fighting each other, and the ben- 
efits of competition were being so much exploited, there was passed by 
the council a general ordinance under which all street car franchises 
were granted. That ordinance was adopted on August 21, 1899, and 
was approved by Mayor Woodward the next day. Among other things it 
provided for the amount of compensation the city should receive for the 
use of the streets in case of cons»liaation of the street car companies. 
In paragraph 6 of the general ordinance is the following: 

Be it further ordained, That it shall not be lawful, hereafter for power 
and authority to be granted to any person, firm or corporation, or association 
of persoris, to construct and operate a street railWay system, or line, or @xten- 
sion of or addition to an existing system or line of street railway in the city 
of Atlanta, except upon condition requiring the payment to the city of At- 
lanta by such person, firm, corporation or association of persons, of a per- 
centage to be fixed by the mayor and general council at not exceedimy 5 per 
centum per annum of the gross receipts of the street raillWay business con- 
ducted by such person, firm, corporation or association of persons, from fares 
for carrying passengers, as partial compensation for the use of the streets 
occupied and used by the tracks, poles, wires, cars and appliances of such 
street railways; provided that no such percentage from gross receipts will 
be required to be paid by any company until the expiration of the grants made 
to or for the use of the Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway Company, ap- 
proved May 20, 181, UNLESS THE COMPANY OBTAINING SUCH GRANT, 
ITS SUCCESSORS OR ASSIGNS, SHALL CONSOLIDATE, UNITE OR BY 
ANY MANNER OF MEANS, DIRECT OR INDIRECT, HAVE THE SAME 
OR RECIPROCAL MANAGEMENT, OR AN UNDERSTANDING OF ANY 
SORT AS TO THE OPERATION OF SUCH LINE IN CONNECTION WITH 
ANY OTHER EXISTING LINE; IN WHICH EVENT SAID 5 PER CENT 
SHALL BECOME AT ONCE A CHARGE ON SAID ROAD, AND THE EX- 
ISTING ROAD ENTERING INTO SUCH COMBINATION OR ARRANGE- 
MENT SHALL ALSO BE LIABLE TO PAY SUCH 5 PER CENT; provided a 
reciprocal use of transfer tickets by two or mofe lines, if assented to by the 
mayor and general council, shall not subject the companies to the payment of 
tax on gross receipts before the expiration of the grants of May 20, 1891. 

So long as Atlanta had competition this law met the approval of prac- 
tically the entire council; and, under it, frapchises were granted with 
a free hand. Councilmen and aldermen loudly proclaimed that with 
this ordinance they would get something for the city in case of consol- 
idation, and that as long as there was no consolidation the benefits of 
more lines, reduced fares, better cars, and better service generally con- 
stituted a good offset for liberal action in the granting of franchises, 
Every facility was given the corporations to “fight it out,” with the 
distinct agreement in the. written ordinance that in case of consolidation 
a tax on the gross receipts was to vecome immediately payable. There 
are those who insist that under the terms of the ordinance the corpo- 
rations are already liable. 

The second matter to which we call attention is in reference to elec: 
tric lights. On February 5, of this year, there was granted to one of the 
corporations an electric lighting franchise. The company gave a $40,000 
bond that it would complete its system within twelve months, and the 
franchise provides that in case of consolidation the electric light portion 
of the corporation’s business shall pay into the city treasury for the use 
of the streets not less than 2 nor more than 5 per cent of its gross re- 
ceipts. Here is what the franchise says, and it was accepted with this 
provision in it: 

This percentage shall not be required of this company, fts successors oF 
assigns, until such time as the same percentage shall be required and col- 
lectable from all other persons, firms or corporatfons doing the same kind of 
business in the city of Atlanta, except in the case of the consolidation of this 
company, its successors or assigns with any other electric lighting, heating and 
power company, whereby competition is lessened; when said percentage shall 
be immediately required and collectable from said company, its successors and 


assiers. 
The franchise also provide that it cannot be sold during the con- 


struction of the system, nor afterwards, except with the consent of the 
city, as expressed by ordinance 

Much could be written on the advantage of competition. Three-cent 
fares granted by one company under competition, the reduced rates for 
electric light and power granted by fhe other during the same perioa, 
and promised for the future, meant a saving to the people incompara- 
bly greater than any street occupation tax could possibly amount to. 
Left to themselves the people would infinitely prefer competition, even 
without this tax, and when they are deprived of competition in both 
street car facilities and electric light and power, they have the right 
to insist on the payment of the tax which was to become due when 
competition ceased to exist, for that time has arrived. 

It is urged that the 5 per cent tax.is too much, and the companies 
propose to come forward and show their books. What books? Books 
showing the business when the corporations were fighting and trying 
to drive each other into bankruptcy. All the extra expenses due to this 
life and death struggle are brought in to show that 1 per cent is a 
fair rate to be paid for a monopoly in street cars and electric light 
and power for the next forty-eight years, during which time the popula- 
tion will go to half a mffiion and the value of the francnises attain a

Pay Up and Over. 

The Savannah News, assuming that 
the depot bill will pass the senate, 
comments as follows on that measure 
and on the proposition to use the 
public property fund in payment of 
interest on the state’s bonds: 

As has been pointed out a number of 
times the state ig now behind in its pey- 
ments a great many thousand dollars. 
These unsettled obligations ought to be 
pald at once; or at the éarliest practi- 
cable moment. The thing that ought to 
be done is to use the public property fund 
to pay the interest cy<the.state’s bonds. 
Zhere would then be money enough to 
vipe out the deficieicy and pay obliga- 
tions for the next fiecal year. Let the 
slate be wiped clean, and then let no more 
mcney be appropriate@han- can be paid 
from each year’s income. Appropriating 
mcney far beyond the ability of,the state 
to pay is financtering of the poorest kind. 

The state would net be out anything 
—that is, the public preperty fund would 
not be swallowed up and lost if the At- 
lanta depot bill should be passed. That 
bill is only another way of investing the 
rublic property fund in a depot, provided 
that fund is applied to the payment of the 
interest on the state’s bonds. And the 
public property fund, invested in that 
Way, would yijeT aj.éar greater revenue 
than if kept im banks, and, besides, would 
be much safer, 

The statement that the money in- 
vested in the depot would -bring a 
larger return than if it were left in 
the banks is unquestfonably true. The 
Savannah News, which is a conserva- 
tive journal, takes a plain business 
view of the question. These twin 
propositions, going hand in hand, can 
accomplish a double purpose—pro- 
tect the state’s terminal property and 
retain for the state road fts command- 
ing position, and at the same time 
meet appropriations and maturing ob- 
ligations withouf hardship to anybody. 
The new depotas an asset will bo 
worth more than the public property 
fund amounts to. 
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Griffin’s Up-to-Date Appeal. 

Resolutions have been adopted by 
the city council and Commercial Club 
of Griffin urging upon the National 
Good Roads Association the building 
of an up-to-date road for objective 
lesson purposes in the immediate en- 
virons of Griffin. 

In support of the resolutions, it is 
urged that the Georgia experiment 
station and Camp Northen are both lo- 
cated just outside the city limits, and 
that in no other county in the state 
could the experiment of road-building 
be made to better advantage or 
brought to the attention of farmers in 
larger numbers than at this place.

Noth- 
ing would please the political ring better than 
to have several lower Georgia candidates in 
the contest, so as to seatter the opposition 
with which its candidate has to contend. 

In upper Georgia the ring, if our view of 
the situation is right, is pursuing the oppo- 
site tactics. It doesn’t want any more candi- 
dates in that section. ‘Therefore, a story is 
floating about in the state papers that Hon. 
James M. Smith, of Oglethorpe county, who 
necently announced himself as a candidate, 
is willing to spend one-half of his $200,000 
fortune to get the nomination. 

The suggestion that Colonel Smith is ready 
and willing to buy the gubernatorial nomina- 
tion {s preposterous. He isn’t that kind of a 
man. No ohe who is acquainted with him 
belicves for an instant that he would have the 
governorship if he had to buy it. He is a man 
of too high a character to think of using money 
to get votes, but no doubt there are many in 
all parts of the state who, knowing him only 
by reputation, would be influenced against 
him by duch a story. . 

Colonel Smith is perhaps the greatest farmer 
in the state. He has been a member of the 
legislature time and time again, and is ac- 
knowledged to be a man of great executive 
ability, but it seems that he is tn the way of 
the plans of the ring, and therefore must be 
killed off. So the story that he is willing to 
buy his way into.the office of governor is 
set afhat. Probably no better’ way to ruin 
his political prospects could have been adopt- 
ed, because the people of Georgia would not 
support any one suspected of corrupt political 
practices. 

From articles which are appearing in some 
of the newspapers, it is evident that there is 
a political news bureau in Atlanta whose 
business it is, in part, to praise and whoop-up 
all improbable and tmpossible candidates, and 
belittle all who block the way of the ring’s 
candidate. 


DISPENSARIES. 

| N spite of the veto of the Wright dis- 

pensary bill and the announcement of 
its author that he would vote to sustain 
the governor’s veto, the dispensary is 
still one of the livest topics of discussion 
among the members of the legislature.

Another Wright dispensary bill reached 
the governor yesterday, but it was a local 
bill, and it is not likely he will exercise 
his veto power in this. case.. This was 
the bill by Messrs. Wright, Knéwles and 
Foster, of Floyd, to give the people of 
that county the privilege of voting on the 
question as to whether they will have a 
dispensary in place of bar rooms. It is 
probable the governor will sign this 
measure. 

The temperance committee of the house 
met last night to hear from the delega- 
tion from Wilkes county with reference 
to a dispcnsary, the bill providing for 
which has already passed the senate. The 
committee will also act on similar bills 
providirg dispensaries for Bartow and 
Dodge counties, and has recently re- 
ported favorably on a bill for a dis- 
pensary for Coffee county.

The Grady monument in 
Atlanta is constructed of granite from 
the latter quarry. In the centra! space in 
the exhibit a-e two large blocks over 
2 feet square on pedestals, one of Han- 
ceck county granite and the other of a 
Catoosa county sandstone.

Does any individual have these 
privileges? No wonder you are crowded 
at the end of the year. They take your 
franchises for nothing and don’t even 
have the decency to pay an ad valorem 
tax. Nor does the Atlanta Gas Light 
Company pay its proportionate taxes, 
You ask me why I am here? Simply 
because I love Atlanta. I was invited 
here by his honor, the mayor. I am 
leaving my Private business because I 
was amazed at the facts! y

Council’s Brief Session. 

Council then met. Chairman Welch 
was called upon for a report of the com- 
mittee of the whole. He stated that the 
report was not ready. He offered a resvo- 
lution to the effect that the committee 
reconvene directly after the adjournment. 
It was adopted. Council adjourned and 
the committee reconvened. 

Mr. Smith resumed: 

“There are two companies in Rich- 
mond; competition is maintained; six 
tickets are given for 25 cents, and 2%-cent 
fares for gchool children. One company 
last year netted to the city over $27,000 
and the other over $40,000. Mr. Atkinson 
estimated in 1899 that the ecld Consoli- 
dated road would net $312,000, or about 
$87,000 more than the interest on its bonds.

Hurt estimated that $1,000,000 of his prop- 
erty was the franchises that had been 
given him. With a cost of $7,000,000, che 
companies now come to us and offer to 
capitalize at $10,000,000, and after such 
time as they begin to pay a dividend, to 
pay the city 50 per cent of the profits. 

“This fight will keep up until we get 
what we ask. You may not give it to 4s, 
but it can be done by a chapter amend- 
ment. I recall a statement to this effect 
delivered by mo less a one, than Mr. 
Brandon.”’ 

Mr. Brandon said that on that oc- 
casion he had referred to the famous 
“gold brick” proposal made to the city 
by Mr. Hurt. 

“Well, gentlemen, if that proposition 
was a ‘gold brick,’ this one is a ‘brass 
brick,’ ’’ retorted Mr. Smith. 

“The legislature can give the council 
the right to regulate these matters, and 
these gentlemen may just as well give us 
what we ask. In the first place, these 
companies are Hable for an ad valorem 
tax, which they do not pay to any ap- 
proximate extent. This tax should be on 
the market value of the property. Vari- 
ous states have ruled on fhils matter. 
County Attorney Rosser has ruled on 
this same subject. If insist that franchises 
are taxable. One of the ablest lawyers 
in the state—Mr. Rosser—contends so!” 

Considerable applause greeted’ this 
statement. 

“The arbitrators who fixed the amount 
of ad valorem taxes committed an error 
in omitting the value of the franchises. 
There is a vast difference between the 
franchiges of a private concern and pub- 
lic utiiity corporations. One uses and 
occupies exclusively the streets. of the 
city. One is an easement, the other a 
mere privilege. : 

“There are ‘three principles that must 
be recognized: First, that they are liable 
for taxes, and that the franchises are a

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SENATE PASSES 
AMENDMENTS 


Constitutional Bill Is. Put 
Through with Tax Ex- 
emption Feature. 


SOLDIERS’ HOME BILL 
READY FOR GOVERNOR 


Senate Pagses Senator Howell’s Res- 
olution, Similar to That of Mr. 
Blalock in the House, by 
@ Vote of 30 to 5. 


The serate got down to business vester- 
day morning and passed at least three 
matters of state im nce. 

The constitutional amendment bill was 
passed ir. full as amended end sent to the 
house. 

The Soldiers’ home bill was passed as it 
Tassed the house, 

A resolution similar to the Blalock res- 
olution, which provides that the interest 
cn the public debt aay be paid out of the 
public property fund, was also passed. 

The first matter before the senate after 
convening was the constitutional amend- 
nent bill. It was for the purpose of act- 
ing on the reconsidered action that the 
bill was taken up. The first section 
voted on was the one providing that 
county officers should hold office for four 
years. Senator Dennard was the only 
speaker against the amendment. On a 
vote there were 21 for it and 11 against 
it, and it was declared lost, not hating 
received the neceszary two-thirds m4a- 
jcrity. 

The next question was an entirely new 
amendment to the constitution, offered 
by Mr. Howell, of the thirty-fifth, which 
rrevides that the legislature shall have 
power to authorfze counties, in addition 
to other taxes, to levy a sanitary tax. 
‘Mr. Honell spoke in brief of the impor- 
tance of the amendment and it was adopt- 
ed without a Cissenting vcte, there being 
34 voting for its passage. 

Sectior 6 of the bill which provides that 
the term of the governor shall be four 
vears was lost by a vote of 17 for and 15 
against it. 

The amendment striking from the con- 
stitution that section which prchibits the 
use of the whipping pcst was next con- 
sidered. Senator Boynton, the author of 
the amendment, made a short argument 
for it. On a vote there were 11 for it arid 22 
against it, and the amendment was there- 
fore lost. 


An Important Feature. 

Protmnbly the most important feature cf 
the bill was the amendment bv Senator 
Sullivan giving the general assembly the 
right to. exempt frem taxation cotton 
mills and other industrisl enterprises. 
This was further amended vesterday giv- 
ing the logislature the right to exempt 
only cotton mills and for only a term cf? 
ten years. When originally voted on this 
important amendment was lost, but it 
was pasted yesterday by a vote of 22 to 
6. Senator Sullivan made ancther strong 
speech in favor cf it, and was ably as- 
sfsted by several other senators. 

Another amendment by Senator Smith 
which gives the state tho right to ex- 
empt farm prcducts in the hand of the 
producer and family supplies for home 
and farm use vas ad«pted »ithout debate 
by a vote of 30) t 7. : 

The entiré bill was then voted on as 
emended. It was ssed Fy a vote of 33 
to 5 and prdered Bent to the house at 
cnee, ' aw 


Soldiers’ Home B#ll. 

The Soldiers’ home bill was then taken 
up. This fs the bill passed by the house, 
which turns cver to the home trustees 
the insurance money—$19.5M—and gives it 
ge for equipment end mdintenance in 
19°12, 

The only speaker against the hil] was 
Senatcr Bush. He asked that the senate 
at least not pass it until the committee 
appointed to investigate the home should 
repcrt back t» the general assemhlyv. He 
movod that the bill be tabled until this 
report was made. The motion was lost. 
‘Senator Smith, who has always foucht 
so earnestly for the home, led the fight 
for the bill. He made a strong speech 
himself and divided his time with seyr- 
eral other senators. The bill passed by 
a vote of 29 to 6, and is now ready for 
the signature cf the governor. 

The following resolution, introduced by 


Senator Howell, whicn is in substance the 


same as the Blalock resolutior, 
by a vote of 31 to 5. 

Whereas, there is in the state treasury the 
sum of four hundred and forty-four thousand 
two hundred and eight ($444,208) dollars 
arising from the sale of public property, and 

Whereas, non? of the principal of the bonded 
debt of the state matures until January |, 
1915, and : 

Whereas, it is not desirable for said sum to 
remain in the treasury until the maturity cof 
— principal of said bonded debt, therefore 
ye -it 

Resolved, by the senate, the house concur- 
ring, that the sum of three hundred and twen- 
ty-five thousand, eight hundred and eighty 
($325.880) dollars of said sum arising from 
the sale of public property shall be and the 
same is hereby applied to and for the pay- 
ment of the interest on the recognized valid 
bonds of this state falling due in the vear 
1902: be it further ; 

Resolved, that the state treasurer shall be. 
and he is hereby authorized and dtrected te 
transfer wpon the books of the trensury within 
one Cay after the approval of this resolution 
the said sum of three hundred and twenty-five 
thousand, eight hundred and eighty dollars from 
the public property fund to the interest fund 
and nay out same as such interest may ma- 
ture during the year 1902. : | 


The time of adjournment was near at 
hand following the atlopfon of this res- 
olution aml only the bill of Senator Ben- 
nard, creating the city court of Rochelle. 
was acted on. This is the bill that caused 
the senate to resolve itself into com- 
mittee of the whole a few days ago and 
over which there has been such a warm 
local fight. On a vote the bill was lost 
by a vote of 7 for and 18 against it.

give to the council the right to regulate 
your fares, schedules and taxes. You 
are liable under the laws of the state to 
a 1% tax on your preperty. 

“Now, gentlemen, I don’t want to see 
this matter made the subject of cam- 
paigning and wrangle, but I do propose 
to see that the city gets her rights, and 
I expect to stay in this fight until the 
city gets what is right. Why give away 
your rights? If competition don’t. exist, 
these companies are Hable to the 5 per 
cent. ‘Why do they want to consolidate? 
Simply ‘to save a few officers’ salaries. 
Do you think it so important to save 
these poor boys their, @alaries that you 
are willing to give up 5 per cent? If 
you do, then let the poor boys have their 
jobs.. I rather think Mr. Arkwright is 
mistaken. If they consolidate they may 
turn Mr. Arkwright out. Don’t let ‘em 
do it. No, they want to issue $2,600,000 
more of bonds. And then they will come 
to you and say: ‘Don't burden us further 
until we earn the interest on our present 
burdens.’ : < aee 

‘Some years ago Indianapolis allowed 
consolidation on the provision that dfter 
thirty-five years the property should re- 
vert to the city. We can do anything in 
Atlanta that they can do in Indianapolis 
or Richmond. 

Pay but Few Taxes. 

“The stréct railways of this city are 
not paying within $50,000 cf the ad valo- 
rem taxeg that they ®ught to. ‘The live 
cities of the country are awakening to a 
sense of what they are throwing away. 
All that I ask you to: do ig stop and care- 
fully consider this questicn—I don’t ask 
cr suggest what you should do. 

“Twenty-five years ago the right of mu- 
nicipalities was denied; five years ago it 
was denied. Today it is universally rec- 
ognized. Take your time. Protect the 
city. If a six months’ delay takes place, 
the trust companies will take care of 
these enterprises—they are strong enough 
to carry their bonds. They won't fore- 
close. They have ak the stock and bonds 
and they will not foreclose on their own 
property. 

“What right have you to give away 
this ordinance. It is-a part cf the city’s 
law. You have the power, but have you 
the right?’ 

Alderman-elect Woodward asked if; in 
the event the present general ordinance 
was not strong enough to apply to both 
companies, could not another one be pass- 
ed before consolidation. tock effect. 

Mr. Smith replied that it could. 

“And, gentlemen,” said. Mr. Srnith, “it 
your present ordinances are not strong 
encugh, it behooves you to be very care- 
ful in passinz future cnes. There seems 
te be a dispute as to whether the 5 per 
cent applies. If it does not, then there’s 
nothing in this propcsition for the city— 
it’s all one-sided. We'll get something— 
yes, anid more than you are being offer- 
ed. There'll be no trouble about that.”’
